This obedience brought Him face 
to face with the cross “and being 
found in fashion as a man,” unto 
whom it was appointed “once to die,” 
“he humbled himself and became 
obedient unto death, even the death 
of the cross,” Phil. 2:8; Heb. 9:27. 


TRIUMPH 


In the process of death, Jesus made 
Himself the sacrifice for our sins. This 
was a thing, though permissible with 
God, it was out of harmony with His 
nature for the just to suffer for the 
unjust; therefore, God accounted that 
Christ had died unjustly. He had 
therefore testified beforehand that 
“thou wilt not suffer thine Holy One 
to see corruption,” Psa.

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Hungarian Christians United in 
Effort 

A report coming out of Stockholm 
states that efforts intent upon obtain- 
ing unity between churches have 
been intensified, despite difficulties 
involved. Bishop Zoltan Turoczy, of 
the Evangelical Lutheran Churches, 
stated that better understanding had 
resulted in more friendly relation be- 
tween the denominations. He warned, 
however, against complacency on the 
issue, reminding the Protestants that 
the Roman Catholic Church is opposed 
to any form of union except with 
Rome. The ravages of war seem in- 
tent upon crushing mankind physi- 
cally for political advantages; along 
with this avalanche of destruction the 
spiritual man is gravely threatened as 
to his spiritual existence. However, out 
of it will come a deeper experience of 
heartfelt religion and a more stal- 
wart Christian to tackle the obstacles 
of hindrances to Christian progress. 
This war will act as a refiner of the 
dross from the gold. 


Divine Retribution in England 


Under the above caption Midnight 
Cry reports from the pen of a Bourne- 
mouth, England, clergyman the fol- 
lowing: 

“We have been a pleasure-loving 
people, dishonoring God’s holy Sab- 
bath day, picnicking and bathing. 
(Exod. 20:8-11; Isa. 58:13.) Now the 
seashores are barred; no picnics, no 
bathing. (1 John 2:15-17.) We have 
preferred motor travel to church go- 
ing. (Heb. 10:25.) Now there is a 
shortage of motor fuel. We have ig- 
nored the ringing of church bells 
calling us to prayer. Now bells cannot 
ring except to warn us of invasion. 
We have left the churches half empty 
when they should have been filled 
with worshippers. Now they are in 
ruin. (Jer. 26:13.) We would not lis- 
ten to the way of peace. (Zech. 7:11- 
13; Isa. 59:8.) Now we are forced to 
listen to the way of war. The money 
we would not give to the Lord’s work 
now is taken in taxes and higher 
prices. (Mal. 3:8-12.) The food for 
which we forgot to say thanks (Rom. 
1:21) now is unobtainable. The serv- 
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ice we refused to give God (John 12: 
26) now is conscripted for the coun- 
try. Lives we refused to live under 
God’s control now are under the na- 
tion’s control. Nights we would not 
spend in watching unto prayer (Matt. 
26:41) now are spent in anxious air- 
raid precautions. The evils of modern- 
ism we would not fight, we see now in 
what Germany, the seat of this teach- 
ing, has produced.”

Twenty-one more rabbis have been 
endorsed for service by the Committee 
on Army and Navy Religious Activi- 
ties of the Jewish Welfare Board. It is 
probable that before the year’s end 
there will be a Jewish chaplains’ 
group of over 200—eight times as 
many as in World War I.

HE Apostle Paul said, “Thanks be 
unto God for his unspeakable 
vift.”

God gave His only begot- 
ten Son. Love prompted this 
gift. There cannot be true love 
without giving; true love must 
give. No doubt, you have heard 
people say, “Oh, she sent me 
something on my birthday; so I 
shall send her something 
Christmas.” Other more cau- 
tious givers have been known 
to slip around to find out what 
certain ones were going to buy 
them so that they might know 
how to purchase a gift in re- 
turn. Some business men figure that 
it is good advertising to send gifts to 
their customers. These are more or 
less duty gifts and policy gifts, and 
this kind of gifts are not prompted by 
the true motive of giving. 

I heard the story once of a father 
who had gone away on a trip. Upon 
his return he was met at the gate by

it is not a matter of value but of just 
something different. But when we 
think of our Lord and Savior Jesus

There is nothing shadowy or unreal 
in the birth of Jesus Christ. He came 
as a real babe, born of the virgin 
Mary and cradled in the manger of 
Bethlehem, in a definite place, and 
at a definite time in the world’s his- 
tory. In the incarnation of Jesus Christ 
we are face to face with the super- 
natural. The Apostle Paul spoke con- 
cerning the mystery of the incarna- 
tion. He said, “Great is the mystery 
of godliness.” God manifested in the 
flesh, justified in the Spirit, seen of 
angels, preached unto the Gentiles, 
believed on in the world, received up 
into Glory. Christ was God before He 
entered into human form, so He could 
not cease to be God after He took 
upon Him the human nature. 


orld was a gift of love, for he said 
that, “God so loved the world, that 
he gave...” Later the same writer 
tells us He was the only begotten of 
the Father, full of grace and truth. 
God’s testimony of Him was that it 
was His Son and in Him He was well 
pleased. We are told by one sacred 
writer that though Christ was rich, 


John tells us His coming into the 
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yet for our sakes He became poor, that 
we through His poverty might be 
rich. Then again we read that though 
Christ was in the form of man He 
thought it not robbery to be equal with 
God but made Himself of no reputa- 
tion and took upon Himself the form 
of a servant and was made in the 
likeness of men. And since He was 
found in the fashion of men, He 
humbled Himself and became obedient 
unto death, even the death of the 
cross. 

When Christ came He came as a 
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Savior, as a Redeemer. He came to 
make our lives happy and to make our 
lives enjoyable and worth living. 
While Christ came to bring blessings 
to the human heart, such blessings 
could only come through suffering on 
His part. Immediately after His 
birth, Herod sought to destroy Him. 
To others He was a gazing stock. One 
writer spoke of Him as a man of sor- 
row and acquainted with grief. Then 
we read where He wept over the con- 
dition of the people. This suggests to 
us that He had at heart the interest 
of the human race. 

The human race is now confronted 
with the question as to what they will 
do with this Christ who was born in 
Bethlehem of Judea, who was the car- 
penter’s son, and dwelled in the little 
town of Nazareth. Isaiah speaks of 
Him as one who was despised and re- 


jected of men. He was a man of sor- 
row and acquainted with grief and 
that the people hid their faces from 
Him and did not esteem Him. He bore 
the sins and griefs of the people, yet, 
says the prophet, “We did esteem him 
stricken, smitten of God and afflict- 
ed.” Notwithstanding that fact, He 
was wounded for the transgressions of 
the people, bruised for their iniquity, 
and the chastisement of our peace was 
upon Him. Again we are told that He 
was oppressed and afflicted but He 
opened not His mouth. He was brought 
as a lamb to the slaughter and as a 
sheep before her shearers, but He 
opened not His mouth. He was taken 
from prison to judgment and finally 
made His grave with the wicked, and 
with the rich in His death. It pleased 
God to bruise Him. He has put Him to 
grief, and made His soul an offering 
for sin. God made all the provision 
necessary for the salvation of the 
human family. While that is true, we 
read of some who would not receive 
Him. We are told that He came to His 
own and they received Him not, but 
to as many as received Him to them 
gave He power (or the right) to be- 
come the sons of God, even to them 
that believed on His name. He is 
standing at the door of many hearts 
today knocking and asking for an en- 
trance. If they will only open the 
door of their heart and let Him in it 
will mean joy, peace, and happiness to 
them and they will really enjoy the 
Christ whose birth we shall soon cele- 
brate, realizing for themselves that 
joy of which the angels spoke when 
they announced to the shepherds the 
birth of Christ. 


This Christ of whom we are speak- 
ing, and whose birth we shall soon 
celebrate, is deeply interested in the 
welfare of us all. His hands are full 
of blessings toward the human race. 
He is the Christ who knows how to 
sympathize with every troubled heart

Business Enterprises 

We have treated the FAMILY, the 
CHURCH, the SCHOOL, the NATION- 
AL GOVERNMENT, and now we de- 
vote this chapter to the BUSINESS 
ENTERPRISES of our country. 

It has been said, that if we could 
take SIN out of buSINess, all con- 
cerned would profit, and I’m sure all 
agree that that is true. Yet we have 
business, and we have sin in it. I do 
not expect to see business without sin 
until the Son of God is inaugurated as 
earth’s Ruler and gives the rod of iron 
to His people to enforce righteousness 
in all the earth: but I do not expect 
Him to give the rod of iron to people 
who have employed sinful tactics in 
their business professions. 


It is indeed a pleasure to do busi- 
ness with an honest man, a man who, 
though he is trying to make an honest 
dollar, will not try to take undue ad- 
vantage of you in a trade. 

There is nothing wrong with mak- 
ing money. God has had many men in 
His employ who were very rich. 
Abraham was a rich man, and he was 
considered the friend of God. Even 
after God allowed the devil to take 
all of Job’s riches, He gave him more 
after he had proven true to God than 
he ever had before. Solomon asked 
for wisdom, and this so pleased God 
that He gave him both wisdom and 
riches. Philemon was a rich and in- 
fluential Christian at Colosse, to whom 
Paul addressed one of his epistles. All 
these examples prove that God is not 
opposed to men gathering riches, if 
they do it honestly and use it for His 


glory. 

The Bible does not say that MONEY 
is the root of all evil, but that the 
LOVE of MONEY is the root of all evil. 
God is the only One who is worthy of 
our LOVE and WORSHIP, and when 
one takes his or her heart’s affections 
from God and sets them upon riches, 
then riches become his or her god, 
and they become an idol worshipper. 

I think God has more pleas- 


by exercising caution and economy, 
and uses it in God’s cause, even if 
he does use it liberally on himself, 
than He does in the man who goes 
through life in a shiftless and careless 
way, and is unable to meet his own 
obligations or to help the cause of 
God. 

I believe the Bible teaches a legiti- 
mate, honest way to carry on a busi- 
ness and make money, but what God 
hates is the unholy, illegitimate, ex- 
tortionate way of a miser filling his 
coffers with ill-gotten gold and silver, 
when all around him are people suf- 
fering from want and exposure. 

The righteousness and therefore the 
legitimacy of a business may be de- 
termined by answering these three 
questions: 

(a) Does the world need it? (b) 
Does it offer a blessing to society? (c) 
Is its ultimate end the glory of God? 
If the business man can answer these 
three questions in the affirmative, 
then he is justified in his business de- 
liberations. If he is forced to answer 
any of them in the negative, then his 
business is illegitimate. If the world 
does not need it, then there is no place 
for it, and if it is carried on it is an 
imposition and a nuisance. If it does 
not offer a blessing, then it offers 
a curse and one can see that this 
old world has enough of that. If its 
ultimate end is not the glory of God, 
then it is not justifiable, because the 
Bible has said for us to do all we do 
to the glory of God. 


Business provides for our homes, 
erects our churches, builds our 
schools, supports our institutions for 
the aged and insane, protects us from 
the criminal element, finances war 
against an aggressive enemy, and sup- 
ports our national government. It is 
possible to do all this without any 
revenue from whiskey, beer, wine, 
gambling machines, horse races, the- 
aters, etc. And any nation that de- 
pends on these things for its support 
cannot hope for much support from 
God. 

Some high-ranking government of- 


ure in the man who makes a fortune fficials have already warned the 
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American people against the influx of 
international gangsters that will take 
place at the close of this war, unless 
the entire nation rises against it. 
These gangsters will be well trained in 
modern methods of transportation, 
communication and _ organization. 
They will have at their head men who 


have been hardened by this war, men | 


who have been taught to hate, m 
who will not hesitate to commit mur 
der if they think it will bring them 
another bloody reward. Then the bus- 
iness of dope smuggling and peddling, 
the white slavery racket, international 
lottery machines, counterfeiting ma- 
chines and whatever else these des- 
perate men can devise, will be car- 
ried on on a national and internation- 
al scale, aided by airplanes, subma- 
rines, radio, television, fast cars, and 
ocean-going ships. That is a problem 
that the men of vision are seeing now. 
There are steps being taken now to 
counteract this awful, pernicious bus- 
iness. And I think that the business 
men who are honest should start at 
once to prepare to cope with this ele- 
ment. 


When the war is over there are go- 
ing to be thousands of soldiers turned 
back into civilian life to make their 
ways in a world that has made so 
many changes that they are going to 
have a hard time keeping pace with it. 
These men are going into some kind 
of business. What kind will it be??? 
Some will enter honest and worth- 
while enterprises and will be a great 
help to the world at large. Others will 
open pool rooms, gambling dens, the- 
aters, houses of prostitution, race 
tracks and lottery rackets, and any 
one of these will create new problems 
for the law, new problems for the 
church and greater responsibility for 


parents; they will thrust upon society . 


more degenerates and impose upo 
the state more criminals; they w 
send more boys and girls to a devil’s 
hell, and they will destroy the four 
freedoms that we are fighting for now. 
Only one business will profit by their 
pernicious practice, and that will be 
the undertaking establishments.

They have furnished the parsonage 
with nice furniture and rugs and just 
recently we have installed a gas heat- 
ing system in the parsonage and the 
L.W.W.B. and Y.P.E. are paying for it. 
They have paid more than $500 on 
other bills, including paving tax for 
two years, gas bills for church, inter- 
est on church note. The L.W.W.B. and 
Y.P.E. each gave me (their pastor) 
$25 for my vacation to the Florida 
camp meeting in June, also gave me 
money for state convention and 
preachers’ meeting, also $20 a few 
days ago to buy my car tags, and many 
other things. The L.W.W.B. is one of 
the greatest blessings in the Church 
of God here. They stand by me and 
are ready to cooperate in anything 
we suggest for the interest of the 
church. They now have about $250 in 
the treasury. The Y.P.E. has done a 
splendid work here and, my, how we 
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do appreciate them! They stand by 
us, too, and are ready to do anything 
for God’s cause. They have paid for 
a Baby Grand piano, $169, since I 
came here; also helped the evange- 
lists, gave me $25, as mentioned before, 
and shared in paying interest on 
church note and are sharing the bur- 
den for putting gas in the parsonage, 
and many other things too numerous 
to mention. The Y.P.E. in twelve 
months has made and sold $991.55 
worth of sandwiches and paid for the 
above things and now have around 
$125 in their treasury. Well, all we 
wish to say is that you will go a long 
ways to find an L.W.W.B. and Y.P.E. 
that will beat this crowd. The church 
is being wonderfully blessed of the 
Lord; several have received the bless- 
ing since the Assembly and six have 
been added to the church this Assem- 
bly year already. 

You will notice I have been given 
the right hand of fellowship in the 
band, too. I go before the ration 
board and secure the stamps, also buy 
all the ingredients for the sandwiches, 
take the ladies in my car to Sister 
Pinkie Crow’s home to make the sand- 
wiches, and help make them and sell 
them, with the exception of a very 
‘few in town and in the Avondale 
Mills here. They are so nice to us. We 


go in the mill when we wish and sell 
on any shift we choose. Our general 
monthly average now is around 2,500 
sandwiches, about $125 profit monthly. 
I cannot say too many nice things for 
this mill company, especially Mr. 
Hugh M. Comer, the executive vice- 
president, who is a special friend of 
mine and the church here. The Church 
of God in Sylacauga has bright pros- 
pects for the future and is highly re- 
spected by the people and business 
men here.
